The interest on the Eichelberger 


Fund, of about $166 has been paid in 
for the year. It will be as it were di- 
vided Into three parts, to one town 
councilman in each ward, who will 
look alter the distribution of the same 
in his ward. Large part will go in 
orders for fuel and necessities. The1 


advisability of this distribution de- 
pends upon the general knowledge of 
the councilman. 


The otlice of councilman is not a 


salaried office. 
The councilraen are 


engacred in business and do not have 
the time to investigate appeals and 
must depend 
upon 
their general 


knowledge to determine whether or 
not to grant appeals. Necessarily it. 
follows that too frequently those who i 
make appeals receive benefits rather 
than more deserving cases who make

Latrelie tells of a flea which dragged 
a silver cannon twenty-four times its 
own weight and manifested no alarm 
when it was charged -with powder and 
fired off. 
Rene mentions that in 3S30 


he sav,- at a fair in England three fleas 
drawing a carriage in the form of an 
omnibus, another pair drew a carriage 
and a single flea a brass cannon. The 
onh' way to subdue a flea is to starve 
him and attach a small -weight to his 
hind leg so that he cannot jump.
